"HE NAVY EXPLORATION. 

Nor must we forget to properly appreviate 
the work of the navy in discovering fresh fivlds 
for commerce sud colonisation, aud iu surveying 
thy waters of the world, so as to render them 
easily and asfely navigable. ‘The process of 
discovery is now almost ended, for little of the 
surfaco of the globa remains nuknowa; but 
until less that 1 hundrel years ago, sentinual 
fresh laurels were bsing woo by uaval voyagers; 
aud, fo recall what hos bean dona, ono hes 
ouly to mention the names of Bich men ad 
Anson, Byron, Wallis, Cartoret, Cook, Bligh, 
Vanconver, Broughton and Flinders. ‘Che 
process of maritime surveying and exploration 
still gous cu with undiminished activity. It is 
a service that is worked vory quietly and nuob- 
{rusively ; aud the average man hears and sees 
Jittle of it, and understands less, until per chanee, 
he hos occasion to study a few Admiralty charts, 
ovone of the huge ceva sailing, “ Directories.” 

Pheu ouly dues be realise how great a part tho 
Navy bas had in nieking. plein the myriad 
Wwalerways of the world, and how deep,“a ant 
other nations owe ws for the way in which oar 
surveyors huyg aided them. . Our charts are, 
upon the whole, the best in existence; and many 
a foreign State uses them, ia, preference to its
